ADDRESSES CLRA 





The Montreal Catholic Lay 
Retreat Association, in its largest 
gathering of the year, was host 
to His Excellency, Archbishop 
Charbonneau, and to the Parish 
Priests of Montreal’s English 
speaking parishes.

As a narative of the religious 
persecutions in the era of Queen 
Elizabeth, this work is deeply 
moving in depicting the heroic 
fortitude of the hundreds of 
missionaries who worked in Eng- 
land, suffering all the forms of 
trial and hardship of that diffi- 
cult period. In spite of this, the 
tempo never lags nor does it tend 
at any point to become morbid, 
a danger which has been skillful- 
ly avoided by the authors. Keep- 
ing close to the details of Camp- 
ion’s life, the script contains 
several of his original speeches, 
especially in the trial-scene 
where the martyr and seven of 
his associates are charged with 
treason against her Majesty. A 
novel highlight is the introduc- 
j tion of the voice of Campion’s 
Spirit which speaks after each 
scene and clarifies the time 
element of the story. 





Rehearsals for the play, under 
the direction of Mr. Stanley S. 
J. will begin next week. Though 
the cast is large, the abundance 
of actors trying out for the diffi- 
rent parts will make the final 
choice rather difficult. Up to 
date, only the title role, that of 
Campion, has been definitely as- 
signed. The lead this year goes 
to David Asselin of Senior, and 





none will quarrel with the choice. 
Dave has become a familiar fi- 
gure on the Little Theatre stage 
during his years in College, and 
his performances have met al- 
ways with the unqualified ap- 
proval of the audience. Though 
his heavy course of lectures in 
Senior is burdened even more by 
C.O.T.C. instructions, and mili- 
tary studies in preparation for a 
Captaincy, we know that his en- 
thusiasm for Dramatics will en- 
able him develop perfectly his 
heavy part in this year’s import- 
ant stage production.
